Granite City continues to get good 
marks on sulfur dioxide, carbon 
monoxide, nitrogen and lead levels 
in the air, But particulate pollution 
here and in East /St. Louis—and 
ozone levels in Madison and St. Clair 
counties—add to the pressure on Il- 
linois legislators to require auto ex- 
haust testing in the two counties. 

Particulates, or dust, monitored 
by the state continue to be more 
severe in Granite City than at any 
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other Illinois site, as has been the 
case for five years. 

EAST ST. LOUIS, with no heavy 
industry, ranks third worst in par- 
ticulates, raising the question in 
some officials’ minds of whether uni- 
que atmospheric conditions prevail 
in this region.

“Her stomach was distended 
(from swallowing water), so we 
worked to clear this and we also 
cleared a little water from her 
lungs." 


Parmley said Nicole also was suf- 
fering from a mild case of hypother- 
mia, haVing a body temperature of 
95 degrees. He said the ambulance 
crew administered oxygen, with the 
consent of St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center pergonnel, while hurrying to 
SEMC. 


THE CHILD WAS transferred to 
Cardinal Glennon Hospital in St. 
Louis later in the day. Parmley said 
the transfer was made because of a 
possibility of the child catching 
pneumonia. No report on her condi- 
tion was available today. 


“I can't stress enough the im- 
portance of knowing CPR," 
Parmley said. ‘‘This girl would not 
have made it without it.”” 


Unemployment dips 


Unemployment in Granite oy 
declined from 14.3 percent in 
March to 12.1 percent in Ap “a ac- 
cording to preliminary  Naores 
released Saturday by the Illinois 
Department of Labor's Bureau of 
Employment Security. 

The decline in unemployment 
was matched by similar declines 
throughout the county and the 
region. ‘‘The Current Population 
Survey (CPS) shows a large 
decrease in unemployment and a 
small increase in employment, 
resulting in a slight decrease in 
the labor force and a large drop 
in the unemployment rate,” 
observed George Erhart of the 
bureau. 

IN GRANITE CITY the 
workforce (total employed and 
unemployed) declined from 
19,775 in March to 19,300 in April 
while the number of persons 
employed rose by only 25 per- 
sons, from 16,925 in March to 
16,950 in April. The resulting ef- 
fect on unemployment showed a 
decline of 500 persons from the 
active unemployment rolls, from 
2,825 in March to 2,325 in April's 
preliminary totals. 

The decline in unemployment 
in Granite City dropped it to third 
highest in unemployment of ma- 
jor cities in this area. Belleville 
was the highest with 15.1 percent 
in April (an improvement from 
18.2 percent in March), Alton 
followed at 12.4 percent (down 
from 13.4 percent) and Granite 
City was third at 12.1 percent. 
Lowest in the percentage of 
residents on the active unemploy- 
ment, rolls was East St. Louis at 
10.6 percent.

The'unemployment listing in- 
cludes only those receiving 
unemployment benefits and ac- 
tively seeking work. Those whose 
benefits have run out are not in- 
cluded. 

COUNTY-WIDE, unemploy- 
ment dipped-from 12.2 percent to 
10.8 percent during the same 
period. The number on the active 
unemployment rolls declined 
frofm 15,850 to 13,825 in Madison 
County while the workforce 
declined from 129,800 to 127,925. 

‘The highest unemployment in 
the seven-county region was in 
Calhoun County with 23.9 percent 
unemployed in April, a drop from 
28.6 percent in March. However, 
the workforce in that county is 
only 2,450 persons, so only 600 
were listed as unemployed. 

Next highest is Jersey County 
at 14.7 percent in April (a drop 
from 16.6 percent in March). It is 
followed by Bond County at 12.6 
percent, Clinton County at 11.7 
percent, Madison County at 10.8 
percent, St. Clair County at 10.4 
percent and Monroe County at 9.5 
percent. 

THROUGHOUT THE seven- 
county region, the unemployment 
rate dipped front12.2 percent in 
March to 10.1 percent in April. 
From a workforce of 291,750 in 
the seven counties, 31,050 were 
unemployed in April. 

State-wide, the unemployment 
rate in April’s preliminary 
figures was 9.5 percent, a drop 
from 10.6 percent the previous 
month. Of a workforce of 
5,532,000, total unemployment 
was 527,000 persons, the statistics 
show.

And that is not all bad. It ielps the taxpayers. But 
we don’t expect it to pass, and it shouldn't.

There is an obvious clue to why it won't pass. If 
the administration was really serious about it, it 
would already have it on the books and the 
machinery oiled.

Gornick said that, 
by that time, half of the improve- 
ments already had been made at the 
facility. He said he expects to have 
the rest of the improvements finish- 
ed by the end of the summer 
semester. 

GORNICK, A FORMER chairman 
of the Region Four Governor's Plan- 
ning Council concerning physical 

‘disabilities, said he feels he is very 
dware of the problems conerning ac- 
cessibility for the handicapped. 

He said the reason some of the 
improvements have not been finish- 
ed is because some of the ‘‘inade- 
quacies” cited, did mot offer a 
specific way to improve them. 

“One of the examples cited was 
the ramp to the library being too 
steep,” said Gornick. “We were 
hesitant.to try to make an improve- 
ment before the agency told us how 
they wanted us to improve it. We 
didn’t want to pay for an improve- 
ment and then have the agency 
come back to us and tell us that the 
facility was still not right.” 


Alderman Casmer Skubish agreed 
that something should be done about 
the downtown area but said the 
council “cannot do it all." Skubish 
said he feels the council is 
“progressive” enough to go along 
with changes in the downtown area 
and that it would be willing to “move 
along with the people.” 

Alderman Sam Whitmer said he 
doesn’t think it is the council’s 
responsibility to redevelop 
downtown. “Let them (the mer- 
chants) come up with the cash and 
then we'll go ahead with it,” he said 

No formal action was taken on the 
matter 


Granite City Center more accessible 


DR. GORNICK SAID the improve- 
ments that have already been made 
should be an indication to the agency 
and the handicapped students that 
the center has every intention of fix- 
ing the other facilities. 

Items that have been improved in- 
clude correctly labelling the han- 
dicapped parking spaces and enlarg- 
ing the bathroom stalls. 

Gornick said the center currently 
practices a policy for accessibility to 
classrooms, but that it has not yet 
been put into writing. ‘‘If my staff 
becomes aware of a handicapped 
student not being able to get to a 
classroom, we just move the class. 
We are sensitive to their needs. 

“I REALLY THINK the campus is 
very accessible to the handicapped. 
And the staff is attuned to the pro- 
blems of the handicapped. If there is 
an accessiblity problem,” he said, 
“my staff has the OK to move a 
class, even without my approval."’ 

Gornick said the remaining im- 
provements will cost the schoo] a 
“couple of hundreds of dollars. We 
aren't talking about a lot of money.” 

Gornick said they are approx- 
imately four wheelchair bound 
students attending the center at this 
time. He said he did not know the ap- 
proximate number of students with 
other physical disablities. There 
currently are “‘seven or eight” park- 
ing spaces for the handicapped in 
front of the building, he said.

Seatbelt, mandates, car 
insurance bills in House

It is sometime difficult to deter- 
mine, after a week in Springfield, 
whether we are ahead or behind. 

I believe that this week's action 
will receive mixed reviews from 
Downstate legislators, as well as 
their constitutents. 

AUTO PASSENGERS should 
begin to ‘‘buckle up,"’ as legislation 
squeaked through the House this 
week, making the wearing of seat- 
belts mandatory. 

Opponents of the measure claim 
that the mandatory seatbelt law in- 
trudes on individuals’ rights. wo 
ponents of the measure claim thai 
the seatbelt law will save 500 lives in 
Illinois, - while reducing auto in- 
surance costs. 

Frankly, I believe that individuals 
who currently wear seatbelts will 
continue to do so, and those who do 
not will not change their habits due 
to this legislation. The bill now goes 
to the Senate for hearing. 

THE WEEK, | reviewed 
the proposal put forward to 
eliminate and consolidate commis- 
sions in state government. Over the 
past few years, the number of com- 
missions have increase, along with 
the state dollars needed to fund 
these commissions. 

There is:no doubt that many com- 
missions provide a good service to 
both the legislature and the people of 
Illinois. Other commissions, 
however; have proliferated around 
very narrow interests and the pro- 
viding of contractual jobs. 

‘The proposal, which consolidates 
all legislative’ commissions and 
eliminates substantive commis- 
sions, will allow a proper review, 
reallocate responsibility to the 
legislative committees and save tax- 
payers a few well-earned dollars. 

NE OF THE GROWING 
complaints over the past few years 
has been from local governments 
over the administration of the State 
Mandates Act. 

Local governments throughout the 
state have voiced their concern over 
past and current fiscal problems 
they are experiencing due to the fre- 
quent practive of exempting provi- 
sions of the State Mandates Act on 
various proposals before the Illinois 
General Assembly. 

In particular, school districts and 
county boards have been adversely 
affected by laws passed requiring 

* certain activities, without any reim- 
bursement from the state. 

THE HOUSE has instituted a 

licy, through Speaker Michael 
“Madigan, which creates a new rela- 
tionship between state and local 
government. 

‘The policy, will require bills to be 
held until requested State Mandates 
Notes are, filed; provide all local 
government associations with a list 
of legislation pending where the 
State Mandates Act has been cited; 
and discourage amendments pro- 
viding exemptions from the Man- 
dates Act. 

“This is a positive step for local 
governmental entities and, with 
their input, I believe we can create a 
more responsible fiscal relationship. 

MANDATORY auto insurance — 
an issue which has been raised 
several times before — will be heard 
on third reading. 

‘Amendments placed on the man- 
datory insurance bill this week 
would require’ all car owners to 
receive a proof of insurance card 
from the secretary of state. 

Failure to provide liability in- 
surance coverage could result in loss 

* of driver's license. I would be in- 
terested in hearing citizens’ reac- 
tions to the mandatory insurance

decisions on tax-exempt status. 

The Taxpayers Federation of Il- 
linpis vehemently opposed this 
legislation, noting that the inequities 
on a county by county basis have 
already resulted in the tax 
multiplier 

Without a Board of Review stan- 
dard in property tax exemptions, the 
Federation believes, certain coun- 
ties would be forced to raise their 
property taxes to equalize school 
districts. 

The Farm Bureau has stated for 
years that part of the problem with 
property taxes is the failure of 
assessors to assess at the 33 and one- 
third percent level in some counties. 
In addition, the continued county by 
county inequities: will only increase 
the problems of school furding.

French heritage 
days June 2-3 


Rendezvous — the traditional 
rough and tumble reunion of 18th 
Century French traders and trap- 
pers — will come alive for visitors to 
the 15th annual Fort de Chartres 
Rendezvous, June 2 - 3 at Fort de 
Chartres State Historic Site, Prairie 
du Rocher, Randolph County, Il. Rt. 
155. 

Several hundred buckskinners, 
traditional music and dance groups, 
three 18th Century military units, a 
score of craftspersons, and two life 
and drum corps will be among the 
nearly 1,200 Rendezvous par- 
ticipants. Activities will begin at 10 
a.m. with a formal posting of colours 
and close at 5 p.m. with a retreat 
ceremony, both involving all par- 
ticipants. 

Rendezvous pays homage to the 
French influence on the early 
history of Illinois. The French were 
the first Europeans to settle in [l- 
linois and the French cultural in- 
fluence is still evident in that section 
of southwestern Illinois known in the 
French Quarter. 

French Marines and St. Ann's 
Militia will-represent the French 
forces that built the fort, and the 
42nd Royal Highlanders, also known 
as the Black Watch, will portray the 
British forces that held the fort from 
1765 to 1772. 

The military units rese «rch their 
uniforms and routines for historical 
accuracy, and are constantly mak- 
ing .changes as new information 
comes to light. For authenticity, 
what people see at the Fort de Char- 
tres Rendezvous probably exceeds 
anything they would see in a movie 
or on television, an Illinois Conser- 
vation Department spokesman says. 

The military units will perform a 
narrated tactical demonstration and 
the French Marines will demonstate 
the firing of the fort’s cannon hourly 

Within the fort walls, skills to be 
demonstrated will include pottery 
making, spinning and weaving, 
natural dyeing, wool processing, 
scrimshaw, making baskets with 
split oak.and maple, dulcimer mak- 
ing, wheat weaving, barrel making, 


scherenschnite (the art of cutting- 


paper silhouettes), cordwaining 
(making mugs and other vessels 
from leather), leather working, 
tinsmithing, wine making, treen- 
ware (wooden spoons, scoops and 
bowls), blacksmithing, lace making, 
gunsmithing, candle making, rope 
making, Indian bead and quill work, 
pewterware casting and a great 
wheel wood lathe. 

Costumed vendors will offer ham 
and bean soup, fried fish, corn on the 
cob, fried potatoes and croquinoles, 
a fried French pastry. Also within 
the fort's walls, women of French 
descent from Prairie du Rocher will 
demonstrate baking in outdoor 
adobe ovens and offer French 
breads for sale.

Camer telescopes and 
binoculars should never be used 
alone to view the sun, as such optics 
focus its intensity — making viewing 
with these aids extremely 
dangerous. 

THE BEST protection to view the 
sun during an eclipse is two layers of 
black and white photographic film, 
such as Kodak Plus-X or Tri-X, that 
is totally exposed to light and then 
completely developed to maximum 
density 

To make the eclipse filter, staple 
the two pieces of film to a piece of 
cardboard after having cut a narrow 
slit out of the center of it, large 
enough to see through. The emulsion 
side (dull side) of both layers of film 
should face the sun. 

Always hold the filter in front of 
your eyes before facing the sun. 

TO PHOTOGRAPH the eclipse, a 
neutral density filter (ND) with a 
factor of 6,0,is necessary to decrease 
the sun’s brightness enough so it is 
possible and safe. 

Photographing the sun at anytime 
without the proper ND filter can be 
dangerous for the photographer's 
eyes, and in the case of cameras 
with cloth shutters, the focused rays 
of the surl-can easily burn through 
these in just seconds. Photographers 
should also shield the entire camera 
between exposures of the sun to pre- 
vent them from becoming too hot, 
which can be harmful tp delicate cir- 
cuitry 

Neutral density filters are 
definitely not safe for viewing with 
the naked eye, likewise the two- 
layer viewing filter is not usable for 
photographic purposes. 

ANOTHER SAFE method of view. 
ing the eclipse is with a pinhole pro- 
jector. A projector can be made with 
household items including a card- 
board box (preferably long and nar- 
row), a sheet of white paper, a piece 
of thin, dark paper and a straight pin 
or néedie. The longer the box, the 
larger the solar image. 

‘The white paper is fastened inside 
one end of the box, and the dark 
paper is fastened over a small hole 
cut in the opposite end. A pinhole is 
made in the center of the dark

paper, which is pointed towards the 
sun and the sun’s image, and the 
eclipse’s progress, can then viewed 
as it is projected onto the white 
paper. 

The box should be sealed to 
minimize the amount of light enter- 
ing it, but a hole must be cut on one 
side of the box to allow the viewing

$279,770 budget is adopted by village

‘The Pontoon Beach Village Board 
last week approved ‘budget ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year 1984- 
85 in the amount of $279,770. The 
budget includes a 10 percent pay 
raise for village employees. 

A general fynd administration 
breakdown lists, ~bonding at $300; 
legal, $8,000; per diem (board), 
$7,000; expenses. (board), $7,400; 
zoning, $2,600; ambulance, $1,000; 
publications, , $500; general  ex- 
penses, $500; building principle, 
$9,200; building interest, $5,300, and 
miscellaneous expenses, $8,000, 
totaling $49,800. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT budget- 
salaries and taxes, $159,500; 

» workmen's compensation and un- 
employment, $11,500; bonding, $270; 
telephone, $3,300; electric, gas, 
trash, sewer, water, $3,500; sup- 
plies, $2,500, insurance (health, life, 
ete.), $24,500; clothing allotment, 
$600; miscellaneous expense, $9,000; 
auto expense (gas, maintenance, 
radio) $9,300, and street lighting, 
‘$6,000, for total of $229,970. 

Federal Revenue Sharing- 
treasurer, $3,000; office expense, 
$250; health officer, $1,200; building 
inspector, $1,200; bonding, $310; 
street lighting, $3,000; police radio, 
$1,500; police auto expense, $3,500, 

“and audit, $2,000, for a total of 
$15,960. 

Trustee Loren Madison was nam- 
ed by the trustees to serve as presi- 
dent pro term in the absence of Paul 
Bennett, and conducted the business 
meeting. 

THE TRUSTEES approved a mo- 
tion to retain Stein and Associates to 
examine the financial statements of 
the village for the fiscal year at a 
cost of $1,500, 

They also approved issuing a 
business license to Jerry Unger of 
Jerry’s Amusement Co. of Belleville 
to install six video machines and 
four pinball machines at Johnny's 
Funland with fees of $640. 

Village Clerk Mary Warren read 
an informational letter on a planning 
and zoning seminar to be conducted 
in Steamboat Springs, Colo., June 11 
to 13 and announced that Bennett 
has requested the board approve 
sending Ben MecMillon, village 
engineer, to.the event and pay for 
the registration fee of $195 and hous- 
ing costing $165. ! 

IN LINE WITH the current policy 
to update all zoning in Pontoon 
Beach, the trustees granted ap- 
proval for McMillon to attend the 
seminar, with the stipulation that he 

“provide his own transportation. 

Also, Trustee Keith Biggs re- 

quested that Mrs. Warren’ in- 
restigate the statement in the 
Brochure that the village can be re- 


imbursed for the costs incurred for‘ 


the trip from the Veterans’ Service 
Office, since McMillan is a veteran 
and is there for educational pur- 
poses. 

Approval was given for a variance 
to Village Ordinance Chapter 24 to 
Timberlake Manor, to eonstruct a 
30-foot-wide street, with no parking, 
and a 50-foot right- of-way. 

IN CONJUNCTION with a 
meeting held during the weekend 
with corporate officers of 
Timberlake Development, McMillon 
announced the village received pay- 
ment of preliminary fees and all par- 
ties involved understand now what 
the village requires in relation to 
building permits, and other re- 
quirements. He recommended 
allowing Timberlake to proceed with 
the project. . 

“| recommend the issuance of per- 
mits, with bond to be forthcoming 
within 30 days...so they can proceed 
while there is good weather,” 
MeMillon said. After his statement, 
the board gave its approval. 

Rowena Leonard, secretary- 
treasurer for Timberlake, Inc., ex- 
tended appreciation to the trustees 
and officals of the village for 
meeting with the corporation of- 
ficers to help resolve problems con- 
nected with the building program. 

IN OTHER business, McMillon ad- 
dressed the board and noted he talk- 
ed with the fire chief of Long Lake 
Fire Department to set up an inspec- 
tion team with his people and the 
village to inspect mobile home parks 
im the area to correct some “bad” 
situations concerning public safety. 

“In some mobile home parks, 
there are definite problems with wir- 
ing and plumbing, as well as some 
debris “around: the parks and, ac- 
cording to the village codes, there 
should be two inspections each 
year,” McMillon explained. 

On the positive side, he noted, 
“There is one mobile home park on 
Division Street where the owner is in 
the process of installing curbs and 
sidewalks.”’ 

At the request of Bennett, the 
trustees discussed adding McMillon 
to the village insurance plan to cover 
hospitalization, life insurance dis- 


- ability and dental care. Mrs. Warren 


explained that the package plan with 
Prudential Insurance Co. is for 10 
people and, at the present time, 
there aré only nine listed. ‘All 
trustees aparently approved the sug- 
gestion until Trustee Glen Wilson 
questioned if this would’set a prece 
dent, since the village has other ap- 
pointed employees. Mrs. Warren ex- 
plained that to qualify for the plan, 
an employee must work at least 30 
hours a week and cost for one person 
is $87.32 per month.

HISTORICAL STRUCTURES 

Owners of historically-, 
architecturally-, or archaeological- 
ly- significant sites or structures 
have until June 1 to submit a 
Preliminary Application form to the 
Department of Conservation for a 
federal grant to do historic preser- 
vation work. 

The grant, for the 1985 federal 
fiscal year (Oct. 1, 1984 to Sept. 30, 
1985), are available under the 
Historic Preservation Fund grants- 
in-aid program, administered in Il- 
linois by the Conservation Depart- 
ment for the U. S. Department of the 
Interior, To obtain Preliminary Ap- 
plication forms, interested persons 
may contact Steve Gonzalez, super- 
visor of DOC’s Gifts and Grants 
Management unit, Department of 
Conservation, Bureau of Lands and 
Historic Sites, 524 S. Second St., Spr- 
ingfield, I1]., 62706. 

To qualify for funding considera- 
tion, a site must be listed on the In- 
terior Department’s ‘‘National 
Register of Historic Sites,” a roster 
of land sites and structures 
throughout the nation that have im- 
portant historical, architectural or 
archaeological values. 

The grants provide up to 50 per- 
cent reimbursement of costs for 
restoration, preservation or ar- 
chaeological investigation ‘work on 
listed sites, and up to 70 percent of 
survey and planning expenditures.

Separate wills have advantages 


When a husband and wife decide to make a will, 
they have a choice of putting all the provisions in 
one will or each having their own will. 

Many couples come to an attorney thinking they 
need one will incorporating all provisions. When a 
husband and wife put everything in one ducument 
and leave everything to each other, this is called a 
Joint and Mutual Will. Many attorneys consistently 
advise couples to have a separate will for the hus- 
band and wife because of inherent problems which 


could arise from a Joint and Mutual Will. 

; In the standard situation, the husband.and wife 
‘provide that if he dies first everything will be left to” 
the wife and if she dies first everything will be left to 
the husband. Many couples then provide that when 
if they ‘should die 
simultaneously, all property will then be left to the 


the second one dies or 


children. 


If a coyple incorporates these provisions in a Joint. 
and Mutual Will, some Illinois Courts have inter- 
preted this as a contract between the parties which 
cannot later be broken by the surviving spouse. 
‘Therefore, in the situation where the wife dies first 
and husband remarries, he could be prohibited from 
making a new will and leaving property to his new 
wife it he previously had a Joint and Mutual Will. 

: If the man and his first wife had previously each 
had their own will, this problem probably would not 
arise upon his remarriage since there never was a

contract between himself and his first wife in a 
Joint and Mutual Will. Normally spouses do not 
want to be prohibited from later changing their will 
upon the death of the first one. For this reason, 
many attorneys recommend that the Joint and 
Mutual Will be avoided. 

One thing to keep in mind. is that even if an in- 


dividual is bound by the Provisions of a Joint and 


, Mutual Will, there is still a possibility he or she can 
bring about a change upon the death of the spouse. 
If a husband or a wife decides to make a new will, 
even though they previously signed a Joint and 
Mutual Will, this will would be valid unless it was 
challenged by one of the previous beneficiaries. 
Therefore, in our previous example if the husband 
wished to make a new will leaving everything to his 
new wife, this will would be valid unless it was suc- 
cessfully challenged within six months of the admis- 
sion of the will to probate.

Child delivery charges 
can be paid in advance

In today's economic times, people 
are continually looking for ways to 
reduce spending — especially 
medical expenses. 

The Maternity Guaranteed Rate 
Program, a pre-paid delivery 
package available through St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center, 
“provides individuals with an access 
to better health care, while at the 
same time lowering costs," said 
Sister Mary Thomas, SEMC presi- 
dent. 

“After the birth of a baby, parents 
have more to do than worry about 
paying a large medical bill.. The 
Maternity Guaranteed Rate Pro- 
gram not only provides expecting 
‘parents with advanced knowledge 
regarding this financial liability, but 
also a means of paying delivery 
costs before the baby’s arrival.” 

Before a patient is eligible for this 
program, two conditions must be 
met:

throughout her pregnancy. By the 
time the baby arrives, ‘all basic 
hospital delivery charges should be 
paid. 

“Compared to other delivery 
packages, the Maternity 
Guaranteed Rate Program is 30 per- 
cent less than a conventional mater- 
nity plan,” she noted, 

After the birth, the patient will be 
provided with a private room at no 
extra charge, if the guaranteed rate 
has been paid in full. 

The Maternity Guaranteed Rate 
Program will become invalid if: 

1.—The total guaranteed rate is 
not paid in full before entering the 
hospital. 

2.—The delivery requires a 
Caesarean section. 

3.—The length of hospitalization 
for the mother and baby exceeds the 
agreed-upon rate due to complica- 
tions. 

If the requirements of the Mater- 
nity Guaranteed Rate Program are 
not met, the patient will be billed for 
all actual medical 
“‘However, should the patient’s ac- 
tual medical charges be less than 
the guaranteed rate,”’ said Sister 
Mary Thomas, “‘the difference will 
be refunded.””

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Management Class offers theory 


Can you imagine a college class in 
a firehouse? Brian Dorinelly, assis» 
tant professor of government and 
public affairs at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, certain- 
ly can. 

This summer, Donnelly and six 
host administrators will teach a 
course in municipal operations 
management, officially designated 
as Government 429: Topics in Public 
Adreiaistation. 

HOST ADMINISTRATORS, such 
as Fire Chief Don Twitchell of Alton 
and ‘Steven Deist of Edwardsville, 
will take ail the class membrs to ac- 
tual work sites for Saturday after- 
noon sessions, after three hours of 
lecture and discussion of theory in 
the morning. The class will begin at 
8:45 a.m, on Saturday, June 23. 

By 1:15 p.m. of that opening ses- 
sion, the group of students, over 70 
percent of them curently employed 
by local governments with an 
average of eight years experience, 
will be inthe Alt ire Station. 

“This course will acquaint 
students with various management 
considerations involved in the prin 
@ipal services provided by Illinois 
municipalities,’ Donnelly said 
“Ineluded will be police, fire, road 
maintenance, water, storfn water 
removal, sanitary sewers, and park 
and re¢reation. i 

‘+ BOTH OUR HOST 
administrators and our employed 
students will be giving up their com- 
plete Saturdays,”’ Donnelly pointed 
out. Each afternoon session will take 
place at the work sites of municipal 
government departments con- 
sidered to be pacesetters in the area 


In return for this time commit- 
ment, students will get credit toward 
the Master's in Public Administra- 
tion degree, plus some direct, state- 
of-the-art experience to back up the 
theory expounded in the classroom. 

“In traveling around the area, I 
have noted a considerable interest in 
this kind of approach to a public ad- 

inistration course,” Donnelly said. 
“Municipalities are large opera- 
tions, and none of the departments 
function in the same way. By tradi- 
tion, some are more professionaliz- 
ed than others. 

“SOMETIMES A LACK of 
understanding about how another 
department is operating can lead to 
unfortunate misunderstandings. We 
want to give all the students a sense 
of the full scope of municipal opera- 
tion, with-a focus on those which are 
generally accepted to be working in 
an exemplary way. 

“There are some areas in which 
everyone is interested, such as 
waste treatment,” he noted. “But 
we have found that there are very 
few people, even the ones who are 
doing a good job, who don't see room 
for improvements. 


“Then there/are many common 
problems, and some that are related 
to a given area or set of political cir- 
cumstances. By developing insights 
and stategies on every level, we 
think that the university can offer its 
resources to improve the per- 
formance of individual depart- 
ments, and we hope to lead to im- 
provements on a broader level, as 
well. 

“(WE HAVE LEARNED, however, 


that it is more productive to listen to 
others before we try to impose what 
might be seen as 
idealistic, textbook approach to 
specific situatiens. One of the most 
important parts of this glass will be 
the questions that all will have an op- 
portunity to pose for the host ad- 
ministrators, to be answered when 
we go out to visit their operational 
sites.”* 

On six consecutive Satudays star- 
ting June 23, each class will convene 
at 8:45 a.m on the SIUE campus. 
Until 11:45 a.m., Donnelly will talk 
on management techniques and 
issues surrounding a single service 
provided by municipal government, 
concluding with the collection of 
questions and issues to be posed to 
the host adminisrator during the 
afternoon field session. 

Students are then expected to pro- 
vide their own transportation to the 
proper agency work site, with a stop 
for lunch at a place of their choice. 
At 1:15 ‘p.m. the class will 
reconvene. Afternoon sessions end 
at 4:15 p.m. Responsibility for the 
afternoon’s instruction will be 
shared by Donnelly and the ad- 
ministrator of the host agency. The 
information presented will be deter- 
mined by prior discussion between 
the two, with the ultimate respon- 
sibility for the course’s content and 
integrity falling on Donnelly

Computer language course offered at summer session 


A concise course in PASCAL com- 
puter language, developed especial- 
ly for high.school math teachers, 
will be-offered through Summer 
University by the departmet of 
mathematics, statistics and com- 
puter science at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

MCSC 404-4 Computer Programm- 
ing, will be taught by Professor 
Gregory Stephen during the eight- 
week summer session on Tuesdays 


and Thursdays from 10 to 11:50 a.m., 
and on Fridays from 11 to 11:50 a.m. 
It is not formally listed in the Sum- 
mer University announcements. 

“IT WILL COVER the essentials 
of PASCAL programming,” Stephen 
said. “Teachers at the high school 
level are now under pressure to 
understand a high level programm- 
ing language that is far more effi- 
cient than BASIC. 


“PASCAL,” he noted “is fast 


becoming the most widely used pro- 
gramming language for teaching 
purposes. High schools throughout 
the country are starting to offer 
courses in PASCAL, primarily 
because the Educational Testing 
Service (ETS) is using this language 
in its tests.”’ 

The course will cover the complete 
PASCAL language It will illustrate 
top-down design and the use of pro- 
cedures to achieve modularity. In- 


cluded will be the most essential 
material taught in Introduction to 
Programming, but topics will be 
presented at more rapid pace than in 
the mtroductory course.

High itheol physics curricula to be studied at SIUE 


A study to help broaden and 
strengthen the region’s high school 
physies curricula will be undertaken 
‘by M. A. Hakeem, professor of 
physics at Southern Lilinois Univer- 
sity at Edwardsville. The study is a 
public service project: of Summer 
University. 

The project will examine two 
aspects of the physics curricular in 
several area high schools. First, as a 
result of new state mandates, there 
will be an impact assessment of the 
resources, in terms of both person- 
nel and laboratoy facilities. 

SECOND, THE feasibility of ex- 
tending ‘the existing College Credit 
High School Physics (GCHP) pro- 
gram to fill the need for more 
science couses in the schools will be 
explored. 

tate mandated graduetion re- 
quirements for, Illinois high schools 
now under consideration by various 
school districts will necessitate a 
more extensive physical science 


curricula than those currently in ex- 
istence 

“Summer University wants to 
help the common schools imeet 
whateyer needs may develop in this 
discipline,” acting director Paul 
Gaston said. “This project fits in 
very well with the on-going policy 
enunciated by President Ear! Lazer- 
son that the university cooperate as 
fully as possible with the common 
schools within our range of service."’ 

REPORTS FROM several study 
groups and commissions have noted 
the need to improve science instruc- 
tion in secondary schools, according 
to Hakeem. ‘‘In addition to this need, 
state mandated graduation re- 


quirements have placed a severe 
strain on available resources for 
science instruction in local schools,"’ 
he pointed out. 

The College Credit High School 
Physics project, a joint venture bet 
ween the SIUE physics department 
and several area high schools, has 
been in existence several years. At 
present, the CHIP program is a 
modified version of the traditional 
college physics course. 

Assistance in instruction is provid- 
ed by the SIUE faculty, and success 
in the course earn credit accepted by 
SIUE. ‘This program has the poten- 
tial of serving the needs of the 


schools in physics instruction,” 
Hakeem claims. “Our study will 
develop this potential by indicating 
the changes and modifications need- 
ed to make this program possible.”* 

EXISTING, AS WELL as newly 
developed contacts. with science 
teachers will be utilized jn the 
course of the study. Data will be col- 
lected to study the impact of gradua- 
tion requirements on programs now 
offered by local secondary schools.
